Despite  Promised  Public  Benefits, 
Silver  Line  Faces  Growing  Opposition

Despite  promises  to  give 
Chinatown  more  public  trans¬ 
portation  options,  a  quicker  route 
to  the  airport,  and  access  to 
potential  jobs  near  Boston's 


Waterfront,  an  underground  bus 
route  proposed  for  the  neighbor¬ 
hood  is  facing  growing  opposi¬ 
tion  from  Chinatown  groups, 
businesses  and  institutions. 

Chinatown's  opposition  to  the 
final  segment  of  the  Silver  Line 


bus  route  has  grown  more  orga¬ 
nized  —  with  a  hotel  and  teaching 
hospital  taking  lead  roles  in 
opposing  the  project  —  as  the  fed¬ 
eral  and  state  reviews  of  the  bus 
route  come  closer  to  completion. 
Residents  have  until  July  22  to 


comment  on  Silver  Line  Phase  III, 
which  will  bring  four  to  six  years 
of  heavy  construction  to 
Chinatown  and  possibly  parts  of 
the  South  End  and  Back  Bay.

Yet  despite  his  political  ide¬ 
ology,  Yoon  recently  received  a 
boost  of  support  from  an  unlike¬ 
ly  group:  Asian  Republicans  of 
Massachusetts.

Asian  American  to  run  for  city 
council  in  Boston  —  on  June  22 
at  Dominick's  restaurant  near 
Chinatown.

Owners  of  Chinatown's 
Chung  Wah  Hong  market  on 
Beach  Street  pleaded  not  guilty 
to  charges  of  tax  evasion  at  their 
arraignment  on  June  28  at 
Suffolk  Superior  Criminal  Court. 

Oi  Nar  Woo,  her  husband 
Michael  Chin,  and  his  son  David 
Chin  were  arraigned  on  charges 
that  included  tax  evasion  and 
possession  of  more  than  12,000 
packages  of  cigarettes  that  were 
either  untaxed  or  not  taxed  in 
Massachusetts. 

Michael  Chin  was  charged 
with  seven  counts  of  failing  to 
file  tax  returns,  one  count  of 
attempting  to  evade  taxes,  one 
count  of  possessing  more  than 
12,000  unstamped  packages  of 
cigarettes,  and  five  counts  of 
possessing  firearms  without 
proper  permits.  He  pleaded  not 
guilty  to  all  charges.  David  Chin 
was  charged  with  three  counts 
of  failing  to  file  tax  returns,  one 
count  of  filing  false  tax  returns, 
one  count  of  attempting  to 
evade  taxes,  and  possession  of 
12,000  unstamped  packages  of 
cigarettes.  He  pleaded  not  guilty

to  all  charges.  Woo  was 
charged  with  one  count  of 
attempting  to  evade  taxes, 
one  count  of  filing  a  false 
statement  for  medical  assis¬ 
tance,  and  one  count  of 
selling  more  than  12,000 
untaxed  cigarettes.  She 
pleaded  not  guilty  to  all 
charges. 

Trial  Magistrate  Gary 
Wilson  ordered  that  the 
three  be  released  on  their 
own  recognizance  but  that 
their  passports  be  taken  to 
prevent  them  from  leaving 
the  country.  A  trial  is  slated 
for  March  of  2006. 

The  case  was  first 
arraigned  in  Boston 
Municipal  Court  in  March,

after  law  enforcement  offi¬ 
cers  raided  the  family's 
store  at  55  Beach  Street  and 
Woo  and  Michael  Chin's 
apartment  nearby.  The  raid 
was  part  of  a  six-week 
investigation  by  the  state 
attorney  general  and  the 
state  department  of  rev¬ 
enue. 

At  the  time,  a  lawyer  for 
Michael  Chin  and  Woo  said 
the  couple  is  deeply  rooted 
in  the  community  and  that 
the  attorney  general  is  on  a 
"fishing  expedition."  He 
declined  to  comment  on  the 
arraignment  at  Suffolk 
Superior  Court,  saying  he 
preferred  to  "keep  cool 
right  now." 

The  family  is  accused  of

evading  payment  of  more 
than  $100,000  in  state  taxes 
by  obtaining  cigarettes  in 
Virginia,  which  has  one  of 
the  nation's  lowest  cigarette 
excise  taxes,  and  selling 
them  in  Massachusetts, 
which  has  one  of  the 
nation's  highest  excise 
taxes.  According  to  assis¬ 
tant  attorney  general  Laura 
Marlin/  the  Chung  Wah 
Hong  store  also  contained 
"foreign"  cigarettes. 

During  the  raid  of  the 
couple's  store  and  resi¬ 
dence  in  March,  law 
enforcement  officers  dis¬ 
covered  that  Michael  Chin 
illegally  possessed  four 
handguns  and  one  shotgun 
inside  his  apartment.

At  least  two  neighbor¬ 
hood  councilors  expressed 
disappointment  at  the 
June  20  neighborhood 
council  meeting  that  the 
Glass  Slipper  strip  club 
will  stay  in  Chinatown. 
Several  councilors  had 
long  thought  the  planned 
30-story  Kensington  Place 
apartment  tower  would 
displace  the  Slipper  from 
Chinatown,  which  was 
one  reason  they  earlier 
supported  the  apartment 
complex.  But  they  didn't 
expect  the  club,  which 
started  a  legal  battle  to 
protect  its  home  of  two- 
decades  from  an  eminent 
domain  taking,  to  simply 
move  into  a  vacant  build¬ 
ing  across  La  Grange  St. 

"I'm  just  kind  of  disap¬ 
pointed  that  the  Glass 
Slipper  is  still  there,"  said 
councilor  Kai  Lau,  who 
had  supported  Kensington 
because  he  thought  it 
would  force  out  the  club. 
Lau  questioned  whether 
Kensington  did  enough  to 
keep  out  the  Glass  Slipper, 
which  legally  operates  in 
Boston's  only  adult  enter- 


if  Kensington  could  have 
outbid  the  Glass  Slipper 
for  its  new  building  at  22 
La  Grange  St. 

But  other  councilors, 
such  as  Bill  Moy  and 
Father  Hugh  O'Regan, 
showed  little  resistance  to 
the  club's  move  across  the 
street,  saying  there's  no 
way  to  prevent  the  move. 
(At  the  time  of  the  council 
meeting,  the  club  was 
waiting  for  city  and  state 
approvals  to  transfer  its 
liquor  and  entertainment 
licenses.) 

"Legally,  we  cannot  get 
them  out,"  said  O'Regan. 

Ralph  Cole  of 
Kensington  said  the  devel¬ 
oper  has  already  spent  lots 
of  money  in  its  legal  battle 
against  the  Slipper  and 
noted  that  Kensington 
would  include  some 
affordable  units. 

The  Glass  Slipper's 
lawyer  has  said  that  the 
club's  owners  would  have 
preferred  to  stay  at  15  La 
Grange  St.  Furthermore, 
he  said  that  if  the  Slipper 
were  prevented  from 
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moving  into  its  new  build¬ 
ing  at  22  La  Grange,  the 
owners  would  revive  their 
legal  battle  opposing  the 
eminent  domain  taking.

claimed  that  the  rally  was 
held  prematurely. 

In  fact,  the  employees 
presented  their  demands 
to  the  company  as  far 
back  as  May  16th,  pushing 
back  their  deadline  and 
protest  plans  twice  to 
accommodate  the  share¬ 
holders'  board.  When 
employees  finally  met 
with  Mr.  Chiang  on  June 
6,  he  explained  that  he 
needed  more  time  to  fully 
address  their  demands, 
but  the  employees  intend¬ 
ed  to  go  ahead  with  their 
previously  scheduled 
picket.  CPA  staff  mem¬ 
bers,  after  ascertaining 
that  this  was  the  employ¬ 
ees'  intention,  realized 
that  there  might  have 
been  misunderstanding  on 
this  point,  so  we  gave  Mr. 
Chiang  the  courtesy  of  a 
heads-up  that  the  workers 


still  planned  to  go  for¬ 
ward  with  their  picket  but 
would  refrain  from  send¬ 
ing  press  announcements 
to  the  mainstream  media. 

The  role  of  CPA's 
Workers  Center  is  to  help 
Chinese  immigrant  work¬ 
ers  learn  about  their  rights 
and  options  for  action, 
and  to  provide  the  benefit 
of  our  experience  and 
community  support.  We 
do  not  make  decisions  for 
any  worker  to  protest,  to 
file  a  discrimination  com¬ 
plaint,  or  to  go  to  the 
media. 

We  are  optimistic  that, 
with  the  cooperation  of 
both  the  former  employ¬ 
ees  and  the  owners,  the 
AEI  situation  will  soon  be 
positively  resolved.

Passoni,  a  10-year 
Boston  resident  and  New 
York  native,  was  a  research 
analyst  in  investment 
banking  for  the  past  two 
decades  and  has 
been  involved  in 
several  community 
organizations,  serv¬ 
ing  as  a  board 
member  of  the  Ellis 
South  End 
Neighborhood 
Association,  a 
finance  committee 
chair  of  Building 
Excellent  Schools, 
and  a  board  member  of 
Excel  Academy  Charter 
School. 

Her  investment  banking 
resume  includes 
working  as  director 
at  Credit  Suisse 
First  Boston  and  a 
managing  director 
and  partner  at  SG 
Cowen. 

Passoni  said  she 
wants  to  use  her 
experience  as  a 
financial  analyst  to 
improve  Boston's  budget. 

"The  budget  is  a  big 
passion  of  mine,"  she  said, 
noting  that  she  feels  that 
much  of  the  "city  council 
needs  to  be  better  educated 
in  the  different  dynamics 
behind  the  budget." 

In  addition,  she  said, 
the  city  council  doesn't 
reach  out  enough  to 
Boston's  many  number¬ 
crunching  research  institu¬ 
tions  for  budget  support. 

"There  are  some  really 
smart  people  that  are 
working  in  the  city  and  I 
think  that  we  should  reach 
out  to  them  more  effective¬ 
ly  than  we  do,"  she  said. 

To  improve  the  city's 
financial  health,  Passoni,  a 
registered  Democrat,  says 
she  would  support  impos¬ 
ing  taxes  on  businesses  that 
reside  on  properties  owned 
by  tax-exempt  organiza¬ 
tions,  rather  than  relying 
on  the  current  system  of 
"payments  in  lieu  of  taxes," 
which  she  feels  doesn't 
generate  enough  money. 
She  also  said  she  would 
work  to  encourage  more 
corporations  to  come  to 
Boston,  which  would  lead 
to  more  jobs  for  the  city, 
and  work  with  developers 
to  encourage  the  develop¬ 
ment  of  more  mixed- 
income  housing. 

Talking  about  building 
developments  —  an  issue 
that  has  created  a  stir  in 
Chinatown  in  recent  years, 
Passoni  said:  "I  really  think 
that  the  development  of  the 
city  should  always  be  done 
with  the  best  interest  of  a 
neighborhood." 

She  called  the  Boston 
Redevelopment  Authority's 
dual  role  as  a  planning  and 
a  development  agency  "a 
conflict  of  interest." 

The  city  council,  she 
said,  should  be  more 
involved  in  development 
and  give  residents  a  "voice 
to  their  concerns." 

The  approval  of  large- 
scale  housing  complexes, 
such  as  Park  Essex  and 


Kensington  Place  in 
Chinatown,  has  created 
tensions  in  the  neighbor¬ 
hood  in  recent  years.  One 
segment  of  the  community 
feels  such  developments  do 
not  comply  with 
zoning  and 
Chinatown's  Master 
Plan,  while  others 
feel  the  develop¬ 
ments  create  more 
housing  opportuni¬ 
ties  and  spur  eco¬ 
nomic  develop¬ 
ment.  Councilor 
Kelly  supported 
Kensington  Place 
and  Park  Essex  because  he 
felt  they  would  add  hous¬ 
ing  to  the  neighborhood 
and  because  they  include 
some  affordable 
units. 

On  the  issue  of 
the  proposed  top- 
level  biodefense 
research  lab  at 
Boston  University 
Medical  Center, 
Passoni  said  she 
opposes  the  lab, 
which  would  bring  study 
of  the  world's  deadliest 
pathogens  such  as  Ebola  to 
Boston. 

"I  definitely  think  a 
facility  like  that  in  a  dense¬ 
ly  populated  area  is  not  the 
best  idea,"  she  said.  Kelly, 
however,  supports  the  lab¬ 
oratory. 

Passoni  said  she's  cam¬ 
paigning  for  the  District  2 
seat  out  of  frustration. 

"I've  lived  in  the  South 
End  for  10  years...  and  I 
just  felt  that  we  needed 
and  deserved  better  repre¬ 
sentation  than  what  we 
currently  have.  I  also  grew 
increasingly  frustrated  by 
the  fact  that  every  time  I 
got  my  tax  bill,  it  kept 
going  up...  exponentially... 
and  I  didn't  really  see  any 
improvements  in  the  city  to 
justify  the  level  of  taxes 
that  we  pay." 

Passoni  quit  her  job  as  a 
research  analyst  two  years 
ago  and  started  to  investi¬ 
gate  running  for  city  coun¬ 
cil.  She  said  she  spoke  with 
the  politically  connected  as 
well  as  office  holders  and 
started  attending  city  coun¬ 
cil  hearings  and  Boston 
Redevelopment  Authority 
and  zoning  meetings. 

"Politics  is  something 
that  has  always  intrigued 
me  and  I  thought,  'Well,  I 
have  a  financial  back¬ 
ground  that  I  think  would 
be  very  applicable  to  help¬ 
ing  to  remedy  some  of  the 
issues  that  the  city  of 
Boston  has.'" 

When  asked  what  she 
thinks  about  councilor 
Kelly,  who's  been  seated  in 
District  2  since  1983, 

Passoni  said:  "I  just  felt  that 
as  a  district,  we  just  didn't 
see  Kelly  very  often  and 
we  just  needed  better  rep¬ 
resentation." 

What  does  Kelly  think 
about  Passoni? 

At  first,  he  declined  to 
comment  on  his  opponent, 
saying  he'd  rather  talk 
about  his  record.  But  he 
eventually  said  during  an 
interview  this  week  that  he

Asian  Republicans  Support  Yoon 
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Massachusetts  is  one  of 
several  diverse  groups 
supporting  Yoon,  who 
came  to  the  U.S.  from 
Korea  when  he  was  about 
one  year  old.  According  to 
his  fundraising  records,  he 
has  so  far  received  support 
from  various  members  of 
the  local  Asian  and  non- 
Asian  communities,  as 
well  as  from  people  who 
don't  even  live  in  Boston, 
and  who  would  appear 
politically  opposite  to  him, 
such  as  Republicans. 

"We  feel  that  regardless 
of  whether  he's  a 
Democrat  or  Republican, 
or  Chinese  or  Korean,  such 
a  young  Asian  American 
of  his  caliber  committing 
himself  [to  run  for  city 
council]  is  worthy  of  sup¬ 
port,"  said  Joe  Wong,  pres¬ 
ident  of  Asian  Republicans 
of  Massachusetts. 

When  asked  how  the 
group  reconciles  support¬ 
ing  a  candidate  who  is  at  a 
different  end  of  the  politi¬ 


cal  spectrum,  Wong  said: 
"As  far  as  we  are  con¬ 
cerned  at  Asian 
Republicans  of 
Massachusetts,  Asians 
come  first,  before  the 
Republicans.  Without  the 
Asian  community  support¬ 
ing  us,  we  would  be  no 
use  to  the  Republican 
party." 

Other  members  added 
that  the  reason  the  group 
decided  to  support  Yoon  is 
because  he  is  taking  the 
initiative  to  run  and  he  is 
inspiring  a  higher  level  of 
political  activity  beyond 
voting. 

"The  political  process  is 
crucial  to  succeeding  in 
this  society,"  said  Yoke 
Wong,  a  member  of  the 
Republican  association.  He 
said  he  feels  Yoon  is  an 
"advocate"  for  the  Asian 
community. 

"Simply  being  Asian 
wouldn't  be  enough  for  us 
[to  support  him],"  said 
David  Wong,  secretary  of 
the  association.  "He  knows 
the  community  and  he 


cares." 

Joe  Wong  said  Yoon 
approached  the  group  sev¬ 
eral  months  ago,  asking 
for  their  support. 

"I  am  proud  to  bring 
together  a  diverse  group 
of  Bostonians,  of  all  races, 
religions,  and  perspec¬ 
tives,"  said  Yoon,  who  said 
he  would  take  a  "progres¬ 
sive  approach"  to  improv¬ 
ing  education,  increasing 
affordable  housing,  and 
strengthening  Boston  com¬ 
munities. 

Yoon  became  familiar 
in  Chinatown  through  his 
previous  work  at  the 
Asian  Community 
Development  Corporation, 
which  co-developed  the 
mixed-income 
Metropolitan  housing 
complex  in  Chinatown 
recently.  Yoon  took  a  leave 
of  absence  from  Asian 
CDC  in  April. 

The  Dorchester  resident 
previously  worked  as  a 
teacher  in  Trenton  and 
Elizabeth,  New  Jersey.  He 
graduated  from  Princeton 


University,  earning  a 
teacher's  license  and  a 
bachelor's  degree  in  phi¬ 
losophy. 

Yoon  will  face  what  is 
expected  to  be  a  tight  race 
to  fill  the  four  At-Large 
council  seats.  At  last  count, 
about  15  people  --  includ¬ 
ing  heavyweights  such  as 
Michael  Flaherty  and  long¬ 
time  councilors  such  as 
Stephen  J.  Murphy  --  were 
also  vying  for  the  four 
seats.  Other  competitors 
include  the  city's  first 
Hispanic  councilor,  Felix 
Arroyo,  and  candidates 
who  have  Boston  political 
family  ties,  such  as  Patricia 
H.  White,  daughter  of  for¬ 
mer  mayor  Kevin  White; 
Edward  Flynn,  son  of  for¬ 
mer  Boston  mayor 
Raymond  Flynn,  and  John 
Connolly,  whose  father 
served  in  the 
Massachusetts  house  of 
representatives  and  as  sec¬ 
retary  of  state,  and  whose 
mother  is  chief  justice  of 
the  Massachusetts  State 
District  Court. 


feels  that  his  "opponent  is 
really  trying  to  be  all 
things  to  all  people."  Kelly 
also  claimed  that  Passoni 
had  "flip-flopped"  on  the 
biolab  issue.  Passoni 
claims  that  is  untrue  and 
that  she's  remained  consis¬ 
tent  on  her  position. 

When  asked  about 
Passoni's  comment  about 
Kelly's  lack  of  representa¬ 
tion,  Kelly  said:  "Even  my 
critics  will  admit  that  no 
one  works  harder,  and 
puts  in  more  time  and 
energy  and  has  more  suc¬ 
cesses  than  I  do." 

"I've  been  (in 
Chinatown)  on  issues  of 
public  safety;  I've  been 
there  on  issues  of  develop¬ 
ment." 

I  roll  up  my  sleeves  and 
I  fight  for  affordable  hous¬ 
ing  for  the  residents  of 
Chinatown." 

But  he  has  received 
mixed  reviews  in 
Chinatown. 

"For  Chinatown,  he's 
been  a  good  councilor," 
said  Bill  Moy,  who  leads 
the  Chinatown  neighbor¬ 
hood  council.  "His  con¬ 
stituents  feel  he  performs, 
regardless  of  race  and 
color." 

"He's  been  a  friend  for 


many  years,  and  is  very 
loyal,"  said  Bill  Chin,  who 
has  long  been  active  in  the 
neighborhood.  Chin  also 
said  Kelly  has  a  good  rep¬ 
utation  as  a  councilor. 

But  not  everyone 
agrees. 

"I  think  that  a  lot  of 
Chinatown  residents  have 
been  unhappy  with  his 
votes  on  certain  key  issues, 
particularly  recent  devel¬ 
opment  issues,"  said  Lydia 
Lowe  of  the  Chinese 


Progressive  Association. 

Kelly's  support  for 
developments  such  as 
Kensington  Place  and  the 
biodefense  laboratory  has 
upset  some  segments  of 
the  community.  And  some 
complain  of  blunt  com¬ 
ments  by  Kelly,  such  as 
when  he  told  scientists  and 
doctors  at  a  council  hear¬ 
ing  who  opposed  the 
biodefense  lab  to  "get  your 
facts  right." 

For  now,  however. 


Kelly  does  not  appear 
threatened  by  Passoni's 
attempt  to  grab  the  seat 
he's  held  for  nearly  a  quar¬ 
ter  century,  and  to  his 
advantage,  it  appears 
Passoni  is  not  yet  very  well 
known  in  Chinatown. 

Said  Kelly:  "I  never 
underestimate  my  opposi¬ 
tion.  I  respect  the  voters.  I 
don't  take  their  votes  for 
granted.  I'm  confident  but 
not  overly  confident." 
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Boston  Foundation  Gives 
$30K  to  Chinatown  Group

The  Boston 
Foundation  recently 
awarded  the  Chinese 
Progressive  Association  a 
$30,000  grant  to  support 
its  organizing  efforts. 

The  grant  was  direct¬ 
ed  to  the  association's 
Campaign  to  Protect 
Chinatown,  which  start¬ 
ed  in  the  mid-1990s  as  a 
coalition  of  Chinatown 
groups  opposing  a  large 
parking  garage  at  Parcel 
C,  now  the  Metropolitan 
building  off  Oak  Street. 

The  grant,  which  will 
largely  be  used  to  pay 
staff  salaries,  will  sup¬ 
port  organizing  efforts 
that  the  association  has 
already  begun,  such  as 
helping  tenants  fight  rent 
increases,  workers  fight 
for  benefits,  and  resi¬ 
dents  shape  building 
development  plans.  It 
will  also  help  the  associa¬ 
tion  launch  new  efforts. 

The  goal  of  the 
Campaign  to  Protect 
Chinatown,  said  Lydia 
Lowe,  director  of  the 
Chinese  Progressive 
Association,  is  to  sustain 
Chinatown  as  "a  stable 
neighborhood  for  immi¬ 
grant  working  class  resi¬ 
dents  and  an  important 
j  ethnic  center."  Lowe  said 
,  the  campaign  will  contin- 
1 ~ 


ue  focusing  on  develop¬ 
ment  projects,  such  as 
the  huge,  multi-building 
Chinatown  Gateway 
development  that  will 
neighbor  Chinatown,  and 
fighting  rent  increases. 

Recently,  the  Chinese 
Progressive  Association 
has  assisted  residents  of 
21  Edinboro  St.  apart¬ 
ments,  Oak  Terrace 
apartments,  and 
Chauncy  House  apart¬ 
ments  to  bargain  for 
lower  rents  or  better  liv¬ 
ing  conditions.  It  has  also 
worked  to  oppose  devel¬ 
opment  projects  that  it 
felt  did  not  fit  with  the 
Chinatown  Master  Plan. 

The  grant  comes 
while  the  Chinese 
Progressive  Association 
is  trying  to  raise  $1.5  mil¬ 
lion  for  its  new  head¬ 
quarters  in  the 
Metropolitan  building. 
Lowe  said  that  raising 
the  money  has  made  it 
more  difficult  to  keep  up 
community  organizing. 

"It's  a  particularly  crit¬ 
ical  year  for  us  to  be  able 
to  have  a  stable  budget," 
she  said,  adding  that  the 
grant  will  help  the  asso¬ 
ciation  keep  focused  on 
organizing. 


Increased  Immigration 
Boosts  Mass.  Workforce 


Thanks  to  an  increase 
in  immigration, 
Massachusetts  avoided  an 
overall  population 
decline  between  2000  and 
2004,  according  to  a 
newly  released  report  by 
MassINC  (Massachusetts 
Institute  for  a  New 
Commonwealth) . 

Between  those  years, 
172,054  immigrants 
moved  to  the  state, 
increasing  the  immigrant 
population's  share  of  the 
economy. 

In  2004, 17%  of  the 
workforce  of 
Massachusetts  was  made 
up  of  immigrants,  up 
from  9%  in  1980. 

But  many  of  these 
newcomers  lack  English 


skills,  states  the  report, 
and  are  paid  low  wages. 
Immigrants  who  speak 
English  at  home  earn 
about  $38,500  annually 
compared  to  immigrants 
who  don't  speak  English 
well  who  earn  about 
$14,200  annually,  the 
report  found. 

Other  findings  of  the 
report  include  the  follow¬ 
ing: 

>  Nearly  30%  of  adult 
immigrants  have  a  college 
degree.  But  immigrants 
are  three  times  as  likely 
as  native-born  Americans 
to  have  dropped  out  of 
high  school.

Thanks  to  Asian  Nonprofit,  Chinatown 
Resident  Learns  English,  Finds  Job 


AACA's  commencement  celebration  on  June  28.

When  Chinatown  resi¬ 
dent  Xing  Li  Ma  came  to 
the  United  States  from 
China  in  June  of  last  year, 
speaking  English  was  a 
struggle.  Her  only  expo¬ 
sure  to  the  language  in 
China  was  from  high 
school  classes  and  an  18- 
month  course  she  took 
after  high  school. 

Now,  the  quite  talkative 
26-year-old  can  hold  a 
lengthy  conversation  in 
English  and  get  around  the 
city  with  relative  ease. 

She  credits  her 
improvement  in  the  lan¬ 
guage  to  classes  she  took  at 
the  Asian  American  Civic 
Association  and  another 
Chinatown  nonprofit. 

One  month  after  com¬ 
ing  to  Boston,  she  enrolled 
in  an  English  as  a  Second 
Language  class  at  AACA  at 
the  urging  of  her  husband 
who  is  also  from  China. 
After  the  class,  Ma  took  a 
course  at  the  nearby  Boston 
Chinatown  Neighborhood 
Center  and  then  took  an 
AACA  office-skills  training 
course,  which  she  complet¬ 
ed  last  month.  In  the 
course,  she  learned  busi¬ 
ness  English,  accounting, 
how  to  use  a  computer, 
and  was  introduced  to  a 
one-month  teller  training 
course  at  Citizens  Bank. 

Only  days  after  her  one- 
year  anniversary  in  the 
U.S.  --  and  just  as  she 
neared  completion  of  the 
teller  training  course,  Ma 
received  a  call  from 
Citizens  Bank. 

"Congratulations,  you 
got  the  job,"  is  what  she 
recalled  the  woman  saying 
over  the  phone  this  week. 
Ma  will  start  her  job  as  a 
teller  next  week  and  plans 
to  enroll  in  part-time  class¬ 
es  at  Bunker  Hill 
Community  College  in 
September. 

Ma  is  one  of  about  200 
students  who  received 
recognition  on  June  28  for 
completing  ESL,  office- 
skills,  and  other  skills 
training  classes  this  year  at 
AACA. 

AACA,  a  38-year-old 
Chinatown  area  nonprofit, 
serves  area  immigrants 
with  no-  and  low-cost  ESL 
courses,  job-skills  training, 
immigration  counseling, 
and  housing  assistance. 

The  association  also  pub¬ 
lishes  Sampan  newspaper. 

Teachers  at  AACA  say 
Ma  is  an  example  of  how 
the  association  can  help 
new  immigrants  learn 
English  and  find  jobs. 

Several  of  the  other  stu¬ 
dents  who  attended 
AACA's  graduation  cere¬ 
mony  this  week  will  go  on 
to  their  first  jobs  in  the 
U.S.,  like  Ma,  while  others 
will  seek  higher  education, 
start  internships,  or  enroll 
in  more  advanced  ESL 
classes. 

In  addition,  on  July  4, 
six  former  AACA  English 
students  graduated  from 


Bunker  Hill  Community 
College  with  associate's 
degrees. 

As  the  AACA's  clientele 
has  grown  over  the  years, 
so  has  the  state's  share  of 
immigrant  workers.  The 
immigrant  workforce  in 
Massachusetts  has  almost 
doubled  since  1980,  now 
making  up  17%  of  the 
state's  total  workforce, 
according  to  a  newly 
released  report  by 
MassINC  (Massachusetts 
Institute  for  a  New 
Commonwealth).  The 
increase  in  immigrants  in 
Massachusetts  from  2000  to 
2004  prevented  the  state 
from  a  population  decline 
during  that  time,  says  the 
study.

After  having  two  kids. 
South  End  resident  Allison 
Moy  realized  she  needed 
to  improve  her  English. 

"I  was  afraid  to  talk  to 
my  son's  teacher,"  said 
Moy,  who  has  a  nine-year- 
old  boy  and  four-year-old 
daughter. 

So,  Moy,  38,  enrolled  in 
the  Asian  American  Civic 
Association's  Asian  Family 
Literacy  program. 

After  taking  the  pro¬ 
gram  for  two  years,  she 
said  her  English  has 
improved  and  she  can 
now  communicate  with 
ease. 

Moy  is  one  of  about  20 
students  who  completed 
classes  in  AACA's  Asian 
Family  Literacy  Program 
on  June  29. 

AACA  is  a  38-year-old 
Chinatown  area  nonprofit 
that  serves  area  immi¬ 
grants  with  no-  and  low- 
cost  ESL  courses,  job-skills 
training,  immigration 
counseling,  and  housing 
assistance.  It  also  publish¬ 
es  Sampan  newspaper. 

The  Asian  Family 
Literacy  Program,  which  is 
funded  by  a  $45,000  grant 
from  the  city's  Office  of 
Jobs  and  Community 
Service,  has  the  capacity  to 
serve  130  adults  and  more 
than  50  children  ages  three 
to  10  annually.  In  the  pro¬ 
gram,  the  parents,  and 
sometimes  grandparents, 
learn  English  as  well  as  life 
skills. 

While  the  main  goal  of 
the  program  is  to  teach 
English  proficiency,  anoth¬ 
er  goal  is  help  the  stu¬ 
dents,  who  are  mostly 
mothers,  learn  to  live  in 
American  society,  said 
teacher  and  program  coor¬ 
dinator  Jill  Uchiyama. 
Uchiyama  is  the  only  full¬ 
time  staff  in  the  program, 
and  there  is  another  part- 
time  counselor.

Many  students,  said 
Uchiyama,  have  not  been 
educated  past  high  school 
while  they  were  in  China. 

"They  might  have  lived 
here  for  ten  years  and  they 
don't  know  how  to  write 
'$1.50'  on  a  piece  of  paper. 
Or  they  don't  know  the 
difference  between  a.m. 
and  p.m." 

She  said  that  some  stu¬ 
dents  have  trouble  taking 
the  subway  only  a  few 
stops  to  an  area  they're  not 
familiar  with,  even  though 
they've  been  in  Boston  for 
several  years. 

"We  had  a  whole  lesson 
on  how  to  get  to 
Symphony  Hall,"  said 
Uchiyama.  The  lesson 
came  about  after  students 
received  donated  tickets 
from  the  Boston 
Symphony  Orchestra  and 
no  students  wanted  the 
tickets. 

It's  not  that  they  didn't 
like  the  music,  said 
Uchiyama.  "They  didn't  go 
because  they  weren't  com¬ 
fortable  getting  on  the 


immigrants  participate  in 
the  state's  economy. 

This  can  ring  true  for 
immigrants  like  Ma,  who 
learn  English  at  AACA  and 
other  similar  agencies.

The  next  time  the  BSO 
gave  out  45  tickets,  they 
were  all  swiped  up. 

Showing  students  how 
to  go  to  the  public  library 
was  another  exercise  for 
the  class,  and  this  year 
eleven  students  got  a 
library  card  for  the  first 
time. 

After  completing  the 
Asian  Family  Literacy  pro¬ 
gram,  some  students  will 
use  their  skills  for  parent¬ 
ing,  while  others  will  go 
on  to  take  more  advanced 
English  classes  or  enroll  in 
college.

Xiao  Shun  Huo,  age  36, 
who  just  finished  the  pro¬ 
gram  said  she  hopes  to 
continue  learning  English 
and  to  find  a  job.  Huo,  the 
mother  of  a  three-year-old 
and  four-year-old,  said  she 
took  the  program  to 
improve  her  English. 

"I  live  in  America.  I 
have  to  learn  English,"  she 
said.

Q.  I've  heard  that  Cantonese  and 
Mandarin  are  spoken  in  China, 

Taiwan,  and  Hong  Kong.  But  what 
about  Toisanese?  Is  it  also  spoken  by  all 
Chinese? 

A.  Not  everyone  who's  Chinese  can 
speak  all  three  of  these  dialects. 
Mandarin  is  spoken  in  Taiwan  and 
China,  where  it  is  the  official 
dialect.  Cantonese  is  spoken  in 
Hong  Kong  and  Guangdong 
province,  which  is  in  southern 
China,  although  people  in  these 
areas  may  speak  and  understand 
Mandarin,  too.  Toisanese  is  the 


dialect  spoken  in  the  rural  region  of 
Guangdong.  Many  Toisanese 
speakers  came  to  the  U.S.  in  the 
1900s  to  help  build  the  railroads. 
According  to  the  Web  site  of  the 
University  of  Washington 
Harborview  Medical  Center 
(www.ethnomed.org/  ethnomed), 
Cantonese  is  the  most  commonly 
spoken  dialect  by  Chinese  living  in 
the  USA's  Pacific  Northwest, 
Northern  California,  and  the  East 
Coast.  It  is  also  the  dialect  that 
you'll  hear  often,  if  not  most  often, 
in  Boston  Chinatown. 


Q.  Are  there  any  good  Tibetan  restau¬ 
rants  in  the  Boston  area?

Keeping  Your  Green  Card  While  Traveling 


By  Nelson  Suit 

An  immigrant  who  has 
obtained  permanent  resi¬ 
dence  in  the  U.S.  should 
understand  that,  in  spite  of 
its  name,  permanent  resi¬ 
dency  may  not  be  "perma¬ 
nent."  There  are  a  number 
of  events  that  can  result  in 
the  termination  of  such  sta¬ 
tus.  I  want  in  this  column 
to  discuss  one  of  those 
events:  the  possibility  that 
an  immigrant  could  be 
seen  as  having  abandoned 
the  green  card  when  travel¬ 
ing. 

The  issue  generally  aris¬ 
es  when  an  immigrant  who 
has  recently  obtained  a 
green  card  decides  to  trav¬ 
el  abroad  for  an  extended 
stay  for  either  work  or 
family  obligations.  Under 
U.S.  immigration  laws, 
such  immigrant  may  be 
denied  admission  back  into 
the  U.S.  if  it  is  determined 
that  the  immigrant  has 
"abandoned"  his  or  her 
intent  to  be  a  U.S.  perma¬ 
nent  resident  and  is  not 
returning  from  abroad 
after  a  "temporary"  visit. 

Generally,  if  a  green 
card  holder  does  not  travel 


outside  the  U.S.  for  more 
than  12  months,  the  ques¬ 
tion  may  not  be  raised. 
Also,  if  a  green  card  holder 
does  intend  to  be  out  of  the 
country  for  more  than  12 
months  for  a  specified  pur¬ 
pose  of  limited  duration 
(such  as  employment 
abroad),  the  green  card 
holder  can  apply  for  a 
reentry  permit  prior  to 
leaving  the  U.S. 

But  a  permanent  resi¬ 
dent  should  nonetheless  be 
aware  of  the  factors  that 
are  often  looked  at  to  show 
intent  to  abandon  perma¬ 
nent  residence  in  case 
questions  arise  whether  a 
trip  abroad  is  of  short  or 
long  duration.  These  fac¬ 
tors  include: 

(1)  location  of  the  immi¬ 
grant's  family  ties; 

(2)  location  of  immigrant's 
property  holdings; 

(3)  location  of  immigrant's 
job; 

(4)  intention  as  to  immi¬ 
grant's  actual  home; 

(5)  length  of  time  abroad; 

(6)  purpose  for  traveling 
abroad  and  whether  such 
purpose  was  for  a  "tempo¬ 
rary"  visit.

It  is  important 
that  a  green  card 
holder  who  travels 
for  an  extended 
period  abroad  con¬ 
tinue  to  file  U.S. 
income  tax  returns. 

As  a  green  card 
holder,  such  person  is  sub¬ 
ject  to  U.S.  tax  on  his  or  her 
worldwide  income.  While 
there  may  be  limited 
exemptions  available  for 
certain  income  earned 
abroad  and  possible  credits 
for  taxes  paid  abroad  that 
may  limit  or  eliminate 
actual  U.S.  tax  liability,  it  is 
important  that  the  income 
tax  returns  be  filed. 

Moreover,  it  is  general¬ 
ly  helpful  to  retain  a  U.S. 
bank  account  through 
which  deposits  can  be 
made  as  that  often  indi¬ 
cates  intent  by  the  immi¬ 
grant  to  return  to  the  U.S. 

Also,  immigrants  who 
may  have  had  in  process 
applications  for  permanent 
residence  in  other  coun¬ 
tries  (such  as  obtaining 
landed  immigrant  status  in 
Canada)  may  wish  to  con¬ 
sider  terminating  such 
petitions  since  obtaining 
permanent  resident  status 
in  another  country  may  be 
a  factor  to  be  considered  in 
whether  an  immigrant  has 
shown  an  intent  to  aban¬ 
don  U.S.  residency. 

Finally,  for  traveling 
outside  the  U.S.  for  more 
than  12  months,  as  noted 
above,  the  green  card  hold¬ 


er  should  apply  for  a 
reentry  permit.  The 
permit  is  applied  for 
by  using  Form  1-131 
that  can  be  obtained 
from  the  U.S. 
Citizenship  and 
Immigration  Services 
(USCIS)  website.  The 
reentry  permit  is  generally 
valid  for  a  two-year  period. 

The  Form  1-131  requires 
basic  background  informa¬ 
tion  of  the  applicant  as 
well  as  information  relat¬ 
ing  to  the  purpose  of  the 
trip  and  expected  depar¬ 
ture  date  and  duration. 
Thus,  the  intent  of  the  trip 
can  be  documented  on  the 
reentry  permit  application. 
The  applicant  should 
include  a  copy  of  the  green 
card  and  a  filing  fee  of 
$165  with  the  application 
form.  The  form  is  filed  - 
with  the  USCIS  Nebraska 
Service  Center.

Preventing  High 
Blood  Pressure  and 
Kidney  Disease

High  Blood  Pressure 
What  is  blood  pressure? 

Blood  pressure  is  what 
makes  blood  flow  from 
the  heart  to  the  organs 
and  back  to  the  heart. 

Why  are  two  numbers 
used  to  measure  blood 
pressure?  The  blood  pres¬ 
sure  is  measured  at  two 
times.  The  blood  pressure, 
when  the  heart  pumps, 
gives  the  high  number,  or 
"systolic"  blood  pressure. 
The  blood  pressure,  when 
the  heart  relaxes,  gives  the 
low  number,  or  "diastolic" 
blood  pressure. 

What  is  a  good  blood 
pressure?  For  most  peo¬ 
ple,  the  blood  pressure 
should  be  less  than 
140/90:  the  top  number 
should  be  less  than  140, 
AND  the  bottom  number 
should  be  less  than  90.  For 
people  who  have  diabetes 
or  kidney  disease,  the 
blood  pressure  should  be 
below  130/80:  the  top 
number  should  be  less 
than  130,  AND  the  bottom 
number  should  be  less 
than  80. 

Why  should  I  worry 
about  high  blood  pres¬ 
sure?  High  blood  pressure 
(also  called  hypertension) 
can  cause  you  to  have  a 
stroke,  a  heart  attack  or 
kidney  failure.  High  blood 
pressure  can  damage  any¬ 
one's  body.  People  who 
smoke  tobacco,  who  are 
overweight,  who  have 
diabetes,  who  have  high 
blood  cholesterol,  and 
who  have  kidney  disease 
are  at  very  high  risk  for 
having  a  stroke,  a  heart 
attack  or  developing  kid¬ 
ney  failure. 

How  can  I  tell  if  I  have 
high  blood  pressure? 

High  blood  pressure  or 
hypertension  usually  has 
no  signs  or  symptoms. 

The  only  way  to  know  if 
you  have  high  blood  pres¬ 
sure  is  to  get  it  checked  by 
a  doctor  or  nurse. 

Kidney  Disease 
What  are  kidneys,  and 
what  do  they  do?  Kidneys 
clean  the  blood,  get  rid  of 
the  fluid  we  drink,  and 
control  the  blood  pres¬ 
sure.  The  kidneys  help  to 
make  blood  cells  and  help 
to  keep  the  bones  strong. 

How  prevalent  is  kidney 
disease?  More  than  1  in  10 
persons  in  the  United 
States  has  kidney  disease, 
which  is  caused  often  by 
high  blood  pressure  and 
diabetes.  More  than 
400,000  people  have  kid¬ 
ney  failure  that  requires 
dialysis  —  cleaning  wastes 


from  the  blood  artificially 
—  or  a  kidney  transplant. 
For  Asians  in  the  United 
States,  the  risk  of  kidney 
failure  is  50%  higher  than 
among  whites. 

What  Causes  Kidney 
Disease?  High  blood 
pressure  and  diabetes  are 
the  most  common  causes. 
Other  causes  include 
abnormal  inflammation  in 
the  kidneys,  inherited  dis¬ 
eases,  kidney  stones,  and 
some  medicines  and 
herbs. 

How  do  you  know  if  you 
have  kidney  disease? 

Like  high  blood  pressure, 
kidney  disease  is  usually 
silent  until  it  has  done  its 
damage.  Sometimes,  kid¬ 
ney  disease  may  cause 
swollen  ankles  or  darken¬ 
ing  of  the  urine. 

How  do  doctors  know  if 
you  have  kidney  disease? 

They  give  blood  tests  or 
urine  tests. 

Why  should  I  worry 
about  kidney  disease? 

Kidney  disease  can  lead  to 
kidney  failure.  It  used  to 
be  that  kidney  failure  was 
fatal  for  everyone.  Now, 
kidney  failure  can  be 
treated  by  dialysis  or  kid¬ 
ney  transplantation. 
However,  dialysis  and 
transplantation  are  diffi¬ 
cult  and  complicated 
treatments.  In  addition, 
people  who  have  kidney 
disease  are  more  likely  to 
die  of  heart  disease. 
Treated  kidney  disease 
can  therefore  also  help 
prevent  heart  disease. 

How  Can  High  Blood 
Pressure  and  Kidney 
Disease  be  Treated? 
Lowering  blood  pressure 
is  one  of  the  most  impor¬ 
tant  treatments  for  kidney 
disease.  High  blood  pres¬ 
sure  and  kidney  disease 
can  be  treated  by  diet,  reg¬ 
ular  exercise,  quitting 
smoking,  controlling 
blood  sugar  levels  if  you 
have  diabetes,  and  healthy 
living.  Medications  are 
also  very  important  and 
necessary  in  most 
patients.  Some  blood 
pressure  medicines  are 
especially  good  for  the 
kidneys.  If  you  have  any 
concerns  about  the  med¬ 
ications  or  their  side 
effects,  you  should  speak 
to  your  doctor  and  discuss 
why  he  or  she  has  pre¬ 
scribed  these  medications. 
It  is  possible  that  other 
medications  can  be  used 
instead.

Opposition  Growing  to  Silver  Line  Phase  III  Despite  Public  Benefits 
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connect  the  already-com¬ 
pleted  Silver  Line  Phase  I 
and  Phase  II.  Phase  I 
stretches  from  Roxbury's 
Dudley  Square  to  down¬ 
town  Boston,  and  Phase  II 
links  South  Station  to 
Logan  Airport  and  the 
South  Boston  Waterfront. 
Once  the  final  phase  is 
completed  around  2013,  a 
Silver  Line  bus  rider  will 
be  able  go  directly  from 
Dudley  Square  to  Logan 
Airport  —  a  trip  that  previ¬ 
ously  would  require  taking 
at  least  two  buses  and  two 
separate  train  lines. 

The  project  consists  of 
two  segments  —  a  core  tun¬ 
nel  and  one  of  four  alter¬ 
native  tunnels,  which  have 
undergone  several  changes 
in  recent  years.  The  core 
tunnel  will  extend  slightly 
over  a  half  mile  under¬ 
neath  Essex  and  Boylston 
streets,  from  South  Station 
to  the  intersection  of 
Charles  and  Boylston 
streets.  The  core  tunnel 
will  have  stations  at  the 
Chinatown  and  Boylston 
Street  T  stops.  Connecting 
the  core  tunnel  to  Silver 
Line's  Phase  I  route,  which 
runs  above  ground  from 
Dudley  Square  to  down¬ 
town,  will  be  one  of  four 
tunnel  alternatives.  The 
three  alternatives  that 
would  run  through 
Chinatown  are  what  have 
most  riled 'up  the  netgh-s 1  ^  £V> 
borhood,  especially  the 
DoubleTree  Hotel  and 
Tufts- Now  England  -  -  -  e 
Medical  Center. 

Each  of  the  three 
Chinatown  tunnel  altema-1 
fives  would  fnter  the 
underground  at  a  portal  al 
Washington  Street, 
between  the  hotel  and  the  ' 
medical  center.  One  tunnel 
would  run  under  Tremont 
Street  to  the  core  tunnel; 
another  would  run  under 
Charles  Street,  requiring  a 
temporary  taking  of  Elliot 
Norton  Park;  and  the  other 
would  run  under  Tremont 
Street,  turn  under  Stuart 
Street,  and  then  continue 
under  Charles  Street  until 
reaching  the  core  tunnel. 

The  fourth  alternative  — 
the  one  Chinatown  groups 
are  advocating  for  and 
some  South  End  residents 
are  opposing  —  would  skip 
the  neighborhood  altogeth¬ 
er  and  run  under 
Columbus  Avenue,  enter¬ 
ing  the  underground  at  a 
portal  near  the  Park  Plaza 
Castle. 

Facing  the  most  resis¬ 
tance  is  the  construction  of 
the  Washington  Street  por¬ 
tal  in  between  the 
DoubleTree  Hotel  and 
Tufts- New  England 
Medical  Center.  The  hotel 
claims  that  the  four  to  six 
years  of  ground  pounding, 
concrete  crushing,  and  dirt 
digging  will  put  it  out  of 
business.  The  portal  would 
also  occupy  more  than  half 
of  the  hotel's  parking  lot, 
displacing  14  parking 
spaces. 

If  the  Chinatown  portal 
is  selected,  said  Bob 
Newman,  general  manager 


of  the  DoubleTree,  "the 
hotel  will  not  survive." 

Right  next  door,  Tufts- 
New  England  Medical 
Center  said  it  fears  buses 
entering  or  exiting  the  por¬ 
tal  could  block  its  emer¬ 
gency  room  and  ambu¬ 
lance  entrance. 

"The  last  thing  that  any 
of  us  want  to  see  is  a  child 
in  an  ambulance  stuck 
behind  a  (Silver  Line)  bus," 
said  Joan  Fallon, 
spokesperson  of  Tufts 
New  England  Medical 
Center,  at  a  community 
meeting  last  week  that  was 
organized  by  the  medical 
center,  hotel  and  other 
Silver  Line  Phase  III  critics. 

The  hospital  also  fears 
that  vibrations  created 
from  construction  will  ren¬ 
der  MRI  scans  and  other 


Medial  School  professor 
Doug  Brugge  spoke  of 
pedestrian  dangers  in 
Chinatown  and  air  pollu¬ 
tion,  suggesting  the  Silver 
Line  project  could  exacer¬ 
bate  both. 

"We  don't  need  the 
Phase  III  portal  in 
Chinatown,"  said  Bill  Moy, 
leader  of  the  Chinatown 
Neighborhood  Council. 

Little  Chinatown  oppo¬ 
sition,  however,  has  erupt¬ 
ed  over  the  core  tunnel, 
which  would  take  over  the 
Boston  Common's  baseball 
field  and  bring  pounding 
jack-hammers  and  rum¬ 
bling  trucks  to 
Chinatown's  northern  edge 
—  an  area  that  will  have 
had  its  share  of  noisy  and 
dusty  construction  from 
Big  Dig  work  and  new 


ing  on  which  route  is 
selected.  The  cost  of  the 
project  if  the  Columbus 
Avenue  route  is  selected 
would  be  about  $771  mil¬ 
lion. 

But  South  End  and 
Back  Bay  resident  groups, 
such  as  the  Ellis  South  End 
Neighborhood 
Association,  are  putting  up 
a  fight  as  well.  They 
oppose  the  Columbus 
Avenue  proposal  for  much 
the  same  reasons 
Chinatown  groups  oppose 
the  Chinatown  proposals: 
traffic  disruptions,  pollu¬ 
tion,  pedestrian  safety,  and 
construction  disturbances. 

"We  think  it  will  have 
incredibly  negative 
impacts  on  residents  in  the 
South  End,"  said  Norine 
Shults,  president  of  the

And  it  has  worked  to 
reach  out  to  potentially 
affected  communities,  even 
translating  a  50-page  envi¬ 
ronmental  review  summa¬ 
ry  of  the  project  into 
Chinese.

One  example  would  be  to 
give  the  DoubleTree  Hotel 
new  parking  spaces,  per¬ 
haps  above  the 
Washington  Street  portal, 
to  make  up  for  lost  spaces 
if  the  portal  is  picked. 

But  several  others 
oppose  the  Chinatown 
routes  and  portal  as  well. 
Residents  complain  of  the 
potential  noise,  pollution 
and  traffic  disruptions  dur¬ 
ing  construction,  while 
others  are  concerned  about 
the  health  of  elementary 
students  at  the  nearby 
Josiah  Quincy  School  and 
the  potential  disruptions  to 
the  South  Cove  Health 
Center's  Washington  Street 
branch 

At  last  week's  meeting 
about  the  Silver  Line,  Tufts

Neighborhood  leaders 
are  urging  the  MBTA  to 
select  the  Columbus 
Avenue  route,  which 
would  enter  a  portal  at 
Berkeley  Street  and  bypass 
Chinatown.

Ground  and  it  scrapped 
previous  plans  to  place  a
